STAR  NOTES:  IS  THE  END  OF  THEIR  USAGE  NEAR? 

Star  notes,  or  replacement  notes  as  they  are  also  known,  may  be  nearing  the  end 
of  their  life.  Star  note  usage  began  in  the  summer  of  1910  during  the  Vernon- 
McClung  tenure.  First  used  in  the  $1  Silver  Certificate  Series  of  1899,  they  were 
later  used  in  the  $2  and  $5  Silver  Certificates,  the  $5  and  $10  United  States 
Notes,  and  quite  likely  the  $10  and  $20  Gold  Certificates,  before  Vernon  left 
office  in  March,  1911.  Later,  star  notes  were  also  used  in  large  size  Federal  Note 
and  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Note  issues. 

Some  large  size  star  notes  are  presently  thought  to  be  unique,  for  example,  the 
$5  Silver  Certificate  of  Series  1899  with  Speelman-White  signatures. 

Star  notes  were  also  used  throughout  most  types  and  denominations  of  the  small 
size  notes  starting  from  Series  1928,  through  today's  Series  1974  and  1976  notes. 

Star  notes  are  identified  by  the  presence  of  a 5-pointed  star  either  prefixing  of 
suffixing  the  serial  number.  Thay  are  inserted  into  packs  of  regular  note  by 
inspectors  when  misprintsare  found.  For  each  unsatisfactory  note  removed,  a star 
note  is  inserted. 

Star  notes  have  their  own  serial  numbers,  so  therefore,  will  not  be  in  numerical 
sequence  with  the  rest  of  the  pack  of  regular  notes.  Their  purpose  is  to  insure 
that  each  pack  of  100  notes  will  start  with  a serial  ending  in  01  and  finish  with  a 
serial  ending  in  00,  unless  of  course,  these  notes  were  misprinted  and  had  to  be 
replaced  with  star  notes. 

With  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  going  to  more  and  more  automated 
equipment,  this  final  inspection  is  becoming  much  more  random  because  of 
statistical  sampling.  Most  notes  currently  produced  are  seriated,  banded  in  100's, 
packaged  in  4,000's  and  rarely  looked  at.  The  many  notes  with  inverted  serials 
recently  found  bear  this  out.  All  would  have  normally  been  replaced  with  star 
notes  had  they  been  located  by  inspectors  a few  years  ago. 
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To  show  the  decreased  use  of  star  noted  let  us  look  at  a few  statistics.  These 
statistics  relate  to  the  $1  denomination,  which  is  the  most  collected.  Star  note 
printings  peaked  with  the  $1  Silver  Certificate  Series  1957,  Priest-Anderson 
signatures.  A total  of  2,917,240,000  notes  were  printed,  of  which  307,640,000 
were  star  notes.  This  represents  a star  production  of  approximately  10.5%,  or 
in  other  words,  one  star  was  printed  for  about  each  10  regular  notes.  This  was 
in  anticipation  of  high  spoilage  with  the  new  dry  sheet  rotary  printing  process, 
which  started  with  the  Series  1957  notes.  This  high  spoilage  apparently  turned 
out  to  be  an  over-estimate  as  whole  packs  of  stars  were  later  released. 

The  new  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes  of  Series  1963,  Granahan-Dillon  signatures, 
had  a total  production  of  1,856,000,000  of  which  137,760,000  were  stars.  Star 
note  production  calculatedto  be  a reduced  7.4%. 

Going  to  the  $1  FRN  Series  1969,  Elston-Kennedy  signatures,  we  find  a total 
run  of  1,994,016,000  notes,  83,616,000  of  which  were  stars,  or  a further 
reduction  to  only  4.2%. 

In  the  last  completed  series  of  $1  notes,  Series  1969-D,  Banuelos-Shultz  signatures, 
only  48,640,000  stars  were  printed  out  of  a total  of  3,210,240,000  notes.  This 
figures  out  to  just  1.5%  that  were  stars. 

The  current  Series  1974  $1  FRN's,  Neff-Simon  signatures,  still  in  production, 
presently  stand  as  follows:  Total  produced  to  end  of  March  1977:  4,078,720,000 
of  which  a mere  29,600,000  are  stars.  This  is  an  unbelievable  low  of  only  0.7%! 

So  it  does  appear  that  star  notes  are  nearing  the  end  of  their  road.  How  soon  it 
will  come  is  only  a guess,  but  the  figures  above  certainly  indicate  that  it  won't 
be  long. 

It  may  be  that  the  star  notes  of  only  the  last  57  years  will  be  the  "STAR”  notes 
of  the  future.

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COMMENTS  BY  RAY  JONES 


Bob  Jackson  in  his  column,  "Your  Currency  of  Course"  wrote  about  favoritism  in 
the  Federal  Reserve  Banks.  I believe  this  to  be  true  because  of  what  happened  to 
me  at  a hobby,  not  coin,  show  in  Philadelphia  about  four  years  ago. 

I was  exhibiting  several  ways  to  collect  Federal  Reserve  Notes  when  a retired  em- 
ployee stopped  to  talk  with  me  about  the  display.  During  the  conversation  he 
stated  that  he  had  a friend  at  the  Phila.  Federal  Reserve  Bank  who  would  obtain [ 
notes  for  him  with  special  numbers  such  as  low  numbers,  all  same  digit,  ladders, 
and  radars.  He  seemed  very  knowledgeable  in  the  paper  money  field.  Unfortu- 
nately I am  unable  to  recall  his  name  or  locate  the  short  notes  I wrote  down  while 
talking  to  him.  I recall  that  he  did  not  obtain  notes  to  sell  or  for  friends,  just  for 
himself  to  collect. 

Read  William  P.  Koster's  thoughts  on  grading  currency  and  liked  the  idea  of  a 
Superb,  Gem  grade  above  the  unusual  New  grade  for  the  few  notes  whose  quality 
exceeds  that  which  is  typical  of  the  era  in  which  the  note  was  printed.  My  one 
dislike  is  that  he  proposes  too  many  grades,  such  as  VF-XF  and  F-VF.  A verbal 
description  of  the  particualr  note  is  still  the  best  idea  in  conjunction  with  may- 
be five  grades  of  condition.  My  motto  still  is:  “Paper  Money  is  NOT  Coins". 

Now  a shot  in  the  dark  - - How  about  an  entirely  new  set  of  grading  words  to 
be  used  in  the  grading  of  currency?  Maybe  just  a numerical  system  such  as  some 
of  the  dealers  in  German  currency  use.  Their  lists  of  notes  for  sale  use  such  a 
system  and  included  a diagram  showing  what  100  equals,  what  90  equals,  etc.  I 
have  enclosed  a copy  of  a diagram  with  this  article  for  publication  if  possible. 

I really  like  the  "Ragpicker"  nowadays.  The  covers  are  terrific  and  they  fit  on 
my  bookshelf  much  better  than  the  old  issues.  My  old  type  I keep  in  thin  school 
notebook  type  binders,  one  for  each  year. 

The  "Doingest"  paper  money  group,  "The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County" 
has  promised  another  Super  Saturday  get-to-gether  at  Atlanta  this  August.  Don't 
miss  it. 

Make  a trial  run  of  a new  exhibit  entitled  "Official  German  Inflation  Notes" 
at  the  Maryland  State  show  in  Westminster,  Md.  during  April.  It  was  awarded 
First  Place  in  paper  money.  Mike  Crabb  invited  me  to  show  it  at  Memphis  in  the 
really  BIG  paper  money  show.  Hope  many  of  you  got  to  view  it  there.  I 
welcome  comments  on  how  to  improve  it  at  my  home  address  listed  below. 

Now  for  a review  of  Chuck  O'Donnell's  newest  edition  of  his  book;  "The  Stand- 
ard Handbook  of  Modern  United  States  Paper  Money".  It  has  outgrown  hand- 
book size,  being  similar  in  size  to  a telephone  directory  with  white  soft  covers 
and  over  400  pages.  The  price  remains  at  $15.00  in  the  face  of  higher  printing 
costs.  As  usual.  Chuck  has  done  a fine  job  covering  several  hundred  price  changes 
both  up  and  down,  reflecting  the  changes  in  collecting  interest.  Serial  number 
changes  in  high  and  low  numbers  reportes  are  numerous  due  to  new  information 
received  form  around  the  country  by  Chuck.  This  time  the  book  is  NOT  being 
sold  on  a prepublication  order  only  condition.  Several  of  the  well  known  paper 
money  dealers  are  advertising  it  for  sale. 
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We  need  a paper  money  friend  on  the  ANA  board,  so  I am  supporting  Chuck  in 
his  bid  for  election  to  it  and  hope  many  of  the  currency  collectors  in  this 
country  join  me  on  his  behalf  and  ours.

Like  the  legal  tender  notes  the  silver  certificates  are  extensive  and  offer  many 
varieties  of  design  and  subject  matter. 

Two  Acts  of  Congress  authorized  all  of  the  silver  certificates  that  were  issued, 
the  Acts  of  February  28th,  1878  and  August  4th,  1886.  Under  these  Acts,  there 
were  five  different  issues. 

The  first  issue  consisted  of  notes  from  $10.00  to  $1,000.00  of  the  series  fo  1878 
and  1880.  These  notes  are  particularly  attractive  because  the  reverses  are  black  in 
color  and  do  not  appear  as  conventional  paper  money.  Needless  to  say,  these  notes 
are  difficult  to  find  in  new  condition.  They  are  called  on  the  back,  “Certificate  of 
Deposit",  which  term  does  not  appear  on  later  issues. 

All  notes  of  the  1878  series  are  countersigned  by  various  Assistant  Treasurers  at 
New  York,  Washington  and  San  Francisco  in  order  to  denote  that  silver  had  been 
deposited  at  their  offices  in  these  cities. 

The  second  issue  of  Silver  Certificates  consisted  of  notes  from  $1.00  to  $1,000.00 
of  series  of  1886,  1891  and  1908.  The  notes  of  the  1886  series  are  quite  popular 
because  of  the  attractive  backs  which  are  entirely  covered  with  fine,  detailed  lathe 
work.  These  appeared  in  the  $1.00,  $2.00,  $5.00,  $10.00  and  $20.00. 

The  third  issue  consisted  only  of  $1.00,  $2.00  and  $5.00  of  the  series  of  1896. 
These  notes  are  the  famous  and  popular  Educational  Set.  These  notes  are  the  most 
historical  and  artistically  designed  of  all  the  issues  of  our  currency. 

The  fourth  issue  consists  only  of  the  $1.00,  $2.00  and  $5.00  notes  of  the  series  of 
1899.  This  issue  is  notable  for  the  many  signature  combinations  that  appear  on 
the  notes. 

The  fifth  issue  consists  only  of  $1.00  and  $5.00  notes  of  the  series  of  1923, 
and  carries  the  portraits  of  Washington  and  Lincoln  which  continued  to  be  used,  not 
only  in  the  small  Silver  Certificates  but  in  today's  Federal  Reserve  Notes. 

Small  sized  silver  certificates,  $1.00,  (of  Series  1928,  1934,  1935  and  1957)  are 
no  longer  printed,  as  well  as  $5.00  (1934  and  1935)  and  $10.00  (1933,  1934 
and  1953).  These  were  distinguished  by  the  blue  seal  until  their  demise  by  the 
Silver  Law  of  1 963. 

They  are  still  readily  available  as  hoards  become  available  by  unknowledgeabie 
estate  executors  or  disillusioned  speculators. 

Many  methods  of  collecting  can  be  attempted  and  most  completed.  Obviously  a 
crisp  type  set  would  be  a most  beautiful  and  awe-inspiring  exhibit  but  rarely  can 
any  one  person  accomplish  this  - - to  pick  your  own  small  area  - - and  whether 
it  be  a type  set,  a signature  combination,  block  collecting,  “the  numbers  game", 
star  notes,  label  sets,  mules,  varieties  of  trial  notes  or  whatever  * - the  joys  of 
collecting  will  only  rethrill  you  each  time  you  add  a piece  of  information,  or  a 
new  note  to  the  collection,  or  arrange  a display  or  exhibit  for  your  club  or  show. 
After  all,  isn't  that  what  it's  all  about?
